THE MEETINNG OF THE CENTRAL RAILROAD 


STOCKHOLDERS. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., January 4,—[Special.J— 
This has been a day of surprises in rail- 
road circles. 

To begin with, the election of directors 
of the Central railroad was in itself quite 
a surprise. | ) 

No one had the slightest inkling as to 


who the four new members of the board | 
were to be. To be sure, rumor has been , 


quite busy for several days with the name 
of General Sorrel, general manager of the 
Ocean Steamship Company, as one of the 
quartet, but no-one could be found who 
bad any authentic information. 

The result of today’s balloting showed, 
though, that the rumor had a good founda- 


tion. 
The New Directors. 
The board selected is composed as follows: 


General E. P. Alexander,J. K. Garnett, 

Abraham Vetsburg, Joseph Hull, 

Gen. Henry R. Jackson, George J. Mills, 

General G. M. Sorrell, C. H. Phinizy, 

H. T. Inman, E. P. Howell, 

U. B. Harrold, James Swann, 
J. C. Maben. 


The four new directors are: General 
Henry R. Jackson, General G. M. Sorrell, 
George J. Mills, of Savannah; and J. C. 
Maben, of New York. ° 

The directors retired were: Patrick Cal- 
houn, John C. Calhoun and Mr. 8. M. 
Inman. The fourth vacancy was caused 
by the resignation of E. M. Green. 

Both parties in the Terminal company 
insisted upon the retention of Mr. S. M. 
Inman, of. Atlanta, but he was inexorable 
in presenting the resignation which he, had 
submitted nearly a year ago. Mr. Inman’s 
private business -was so heavy last year 
that he was unable to attend a single 
meeting of the directors, and he made up 
his mind to resign, since he could not 
attend. 

Seven of the new board are Savannahi- 
ans; eleven are Georgians. 

Little is known here about J. C. Maben, 
the New York director. General Alexan- 
der simply says that he is a business man 
of that city. He is a director of the West 
Point company. It is not believed that 
he will cut much of a figure in the man- 
agement of the Central’s affairs. His hold- 
ings are not believed to be. consequential. 

George J. Mills is well known as an 
alderman and manager of the Planters’ rice 
mill of this city. The Mills family has 
& large holding of Central railroad stock, prob- 
’ ably $250,000 in all. 

General Sorrell needs no _ introduction. 
Through his long connection with the affairs 
of the Ocean Steamship Company and the 
Central railroad, he is essentially well suited 
for the positien of director. His family con- 
nections, it is stated, have a large block of 

tral securities. . 

General Henry R. Jackson is one of the 
oldest stockholders of the road, and has always 
Manifested an interest in its prosperity. He 
ls also quite a large stockholder.

. The Effort to Enjoin. 
THE MINORITY STOCKHOLDER START A BIG 
BALL ROLLING. 

Even surpassing the election in the in- 
tense interest it excited, was an effort 
that was made to practically prevent the elec- 
tion from taking place by an appeal to the su- 
perior court for an injunction. The matter 
was kept very quiet, and notwithstanding the 
fact that Savannah lawyers were at work 
all night preparing the case nothing was 
known of it until this morning, when it was 
called before Judge Falligant. 

The bill was tiled at the instance of Jordan 
F. Brooks, guardian, and other stockholders, 
and its object was to enjoin the election of the 
new Central board by prohibiting the Rich- 
mond Terminal from casting its 40,000 shares 
of stock. 

The bill alleged that the Richmond Termi- 
nal, controlling the Georgia Pacific, was seek- 
ing to wreck the properties of the Georgia 
Central and to compel it to surrender certain 
valuable securities. 

The bill also alleged combination and conspi- 
racy, Charging that the Terminal was trying 
to putin a board subservient to its own in- 
terests. 

Hon. N. J. Hammond and Messrs. Garrard 
and Meldrim represented the complainants, 
and Hon. Pope Barrow, with Hon. F. G. du- 
Bignon, appeared for the Richmond Terminal. 

Judge Falligant refused to grant the injunc- 
tion on the ground that it was not within the 
province of the court to disfranchise any stock- 
hoider, 

If any injury was threatened he held that it 
would be in the power of a shareholder to en- 
join the new board of directors. 

The Allegations Made. 

The bill rested mainly on Calhonn’s pub- 
lished statements. It was held that the 
election « could be temporarily enjoined 
so that the minority stockholders could secure 
evidence and prepare aftidavits and an investi- 
gation of the charges made. The old board of 
directors would, inthe meantime, remain in 
ofiice until the court deciled whether the 
temporary order should be dismissed or made 
permanent. The railroad attorneys held that 
the time for the mninority stockholders to take 
legal steps was after there was a palpable at- 
tempt, on the partof the Terminal people to 
carry out these alleged threats. Un the other 
hand, the attorneys for petitioners held 
that Calhoun’s statement, coming from 
a director, was  suflicient evidence of 
such an intention, and that it was better to 
stop them atthe inception and prevent the 
election of a board of directors who at secret 
meetings, unknown to the minority stock- 
holders, could do the behests of these people. 


Plucking Calhoun’s Feathers. 
THE CREDIT FOR THE RECENT PROTEST 
CLAIMED BY ALEXANDER. 

On top of this came a statement from the 
highest authority, astatement the truthfual- 
ness of which is vouched for by men of whose 
veracity there is no question, and who know 
everything connected with the ousting of the 
Calhouns. The official who gave it said: 

‘Mr. Patrick Calhoun had nothing to do 
with the issue about not depositing the 
Central securities with the Terminal 
people in New York. The Central 
General Alexander made 
that point in Savannah. Mr. Calhoun was 
wired to protest in the name of the board, 
against the delay in paying the dividends. 
The delay was caused by a misunderstanding. 
The Terminal people thought they were pay- 
ing out too much for the Central, and tlre Cen- 
tral contended that, under the te of the 
lease, the lessee was bound to pay these bills. 
The Terminal said: ‘We haven't time 
to look into this point now, but 
we will pay the dividend and 
submit the matter to arbitration.’ Then 
the Central gave bond by putting up the se- 
curities injescrow.’’ 

The Trouble Is Personal. 

“The truth is this trouble with the,Calhouns 
is merely a personal one, and has been brew- 
ing some time. The climax was reached when 
Mr. Jolin C. Calhoun, the other day, presented 
his bill for $35,000 for negotiating loans for the 
Terminal and Central. The board refused to 
pay it. Mr. Calhoun said: ‘If you don’t pay 
it I shall sue for $50,000.’ So the split came 
on. Last summer Mr. John C. Calhoun put 
in a bill for $25,000 for commissions in 
perfecting a loan. The board protested, but 
finally agreed to pay it if no turther claims of 
this sort were presented. Of course, when 
this other bill was put in from the same 
quarter, it was a straw which broke the camel’s

ben, again, Mr. Patrick Calhoun’s polit- 
ical aims were held by the Terminal board to 
interfere with his position in the directory. 
His address, published in yesterday’s paper, is 
largely an effort on his part to endeavor to 
make himself solid with the people of Geor- 
gia, and was written for political ef- 
fect.

Co. turned around and sold the road. to’ the 
Savannah, Florida and Western. That com- 
pany never received any notice that Hamilton 
was the owner of stock in the East Georgia 
and Florida railroad or claimed any lien upon 
it. Hamilton claimed that the 1,200 shares 
of stock were voted to him for his efforts in 
inducing McCracken & Co. to enter into @ 
contract to build the road. On the other hand 
this was denied, and it is claimed the stock 
was voted Hamilton on agreement that he 
would put up the money for Dill, a subcon- 
tractor under McCracken & Co., to carry on 
the work, which he failed to do when 
called on. The main point involved, so far as 
the general public is concerned in the case, 
was wiiether the purchase of the East Georgia 
and Florida bythe Savannah, Florida and 
Western was not a violation of the constitution 
of Georgia. 

Judge Speer’s Holding. 

Judge Speer entered into a thorough dis- 
cussion of the _ constitutional provisions, 
and of .all decisions bearing

The 
interest of the complainants here is the title 
to 1,200 shares of stock of the East Georgia and 
Florida railroad, and one-seventh of the right 
of way. Sufticient cause appears to give them & 


litigating their rights and taking evidence to 
show, if they can, that they are meritorions 
All of these facts are made apparent merely 
by affidavits, or by the undisputed or cone 
ceded facts in the pleadings. After a thorough 
investigation, attainable by the usual progress 
of asuitin equity, adifferent appearance of 
the facts may be perceived. As we are ad- 
vised, however, at resent, we ate 
obliged to grant the Injunction a 
for, and appoint a receiver pendente lite 
in accordance with the prayers of the bill. An 
order will be taken accordingly.” 
The Effect of the Decision. 

The decision is # very voluminous one, and 
is replete with references to United States 
supreme court decisions, and decisions all over 
the country, and able lawyers claim that the 
Richmond and Danville railroad in its control 
of the Central is placed in exactly the same 
position as the Savannah, Florida and Western 
in its control of the South Georgia and Florida 
in the case. 

The pointis that one railroad, under the 
constitution of Georgia, cannot control another 
competing road, no matter how it obtains con- 
trol of it. The Richmond and : Danville is 
claimed to be a naturally competing line with 
the Central, and itis claimed that it has no 
right to control the Central as it does, and 
that if the matter is carried into the courts by 
the minority stockholders, there must come a 
decision similar to that rendered today. 

In the election of directors for the Augusta 
and Savannah railroad, Joseph D. Weed, of 
that city, was chosen tofill the vacancy caused 
by the death of John L. Hardee. Other 
members of the old board were re-elected. 


The Attempted Injunction. 
THE CALHOUNS SAID TO BE AT THE BOTTOM 
OF IT. 

I have just had an important interview 
with one of the parties to the injunction pro- 
ceedings of today. He states positively that 
it was not aconcerted movement on the nart 
of the minority stockholders, and neither does 
it mean that the parties toit are implacably 
hostile tothe Terminal control, andintend a 
continued legal attack upon it. It simply 
gives the majority stockholders notice that 
some, at least, of the minority are closely 
watching all proceedings, and are de- 
termined, at the slightest evidence of any 
raseality or duplicity, to resort to the law to 
thwart their plans. ‘In the present condition 
of the Central railroad,” said he, ‘tit would be 
suicidal folly for the minority stockholders to 
attempt to break the lease by legal procced- 
ings. We know the lease is not impregnable 
by any means, but we also know that the Cen- 
tral cannot earn a dividend by itself. Now it 
is to our interest to have the lease maintained. 
We will make no effort in any direction unless 
we see that Mr. Calhoun’s statements are 
being proved. We do not.trust the Brice- 
Thomas crowd. - No honest men have 
confidence in them; their reputation 
is too well known. We will 
watch them, and if it becomes absolutely 
necessary we will act decisively. The Brice- 
Thomas methods of enriching themselves are 
so well known that evidence of their effort in 
that direction cannot be long in appearing 
after they get down to work.” 

Silence is Discreet. 

It is openly stated by some that the Cal- 
houns were at the bottom of the injunction 
proceedings. A discreet silence is maintained 
on this point by those who might throw some 
light upon it. 

Tonight Iasked Mr. Gazaway Hartridge, 
chairman of the committee on railgoads in the 
last legislature, about Mr. Calhoun’s state- 
ment that railroad people incited the anti- 
railroad legislation. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that such 
was the case,”’ said Mr. Hartridge. “I main- 
tained it then, and I maintaiu now, that most 
of the legisiation hostile to railroads came frem 
competitive railroads, or interested parties ex- 
pecting to profit by the effects on the market 
of such legislation, or to derive personal bene 
fiiin some other way. Mr. Calhoun merely 
uttered whatany one who kept track of rail- 
road legislation and was at all on the inside, 
had the best of reason to believe to be the case 
at the time.”’

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A FOUL MURDER. 


The Skulls of Dr, Barrett and His Wife 
Crushed In. 


THER GRANDSON IS SUSPECTED 


Of Having Committed the Horrible 
Crime. 


A’STRATLING SENSATION EXPECTED. 


Death of Mrs. Barrett—Excitement at 
Creswell Over the Tragedy—The 
Coroner’s Investigation. 


Grirrin, Ga., January 4.—(Special.]—An- 
other gory chapter has been written in the 
criminal annals of Georgia. It is written 
in ugly letters of blood and is enshrouded 
in impenetrable mystery. By reason of the 
prominence of those concerned in the 
tragedy, the atrocity of it, and other feat- 
ures of it, make it deserving of a place 
alongside the bloody Woolfolk murder. 

The scene of the fearful murder is Cres- 
well, eight miles west of Griffin and forty 


miles south of Atlanta. It is a small way [|

station, situated at the junction of the 
Atlanta and Florida and the Savannah, 
Griffin and North Alabama railroads) A 
few nice-looking, painted houses, a store or 
two, a stretch of yellow fields, and you 
have it. That’s Creswell, the scene of one 
of the most atrocious murders which have 
been known in Georgia since Tom Wool- 
folk slew his father’s family. 

The Victims of the Tragedy. 

The two victims of the horrible midnight 
assault. are Dr. J. H. M. Barreté and his 
aged wife. The latter now lies shrouded in 
the home formérly the scene of happiness 
and contentment.. The former lies groaning 
in the last agonies of death, and, perhaps, 
before these lines are read he, too, will be 
dead. 

Dr. Barrett is one of the most prominent 
citizens of Georgia. He is a highly respected 
physician, eighty-four years of age, and if he 
has an enemy on earth no one knows of it. 

Mrs. Barrett is eighty-one years of age, and 
is beloved by all her neighbors for her many 
lovable traits of character. This aged and 
respected couple were living out the evening 
of their lives ina happy little home at Cros- 
well. They lived al) alone, except for the 
presence of Will W. Nunnally, ason of their 
only daughter. Mr. Nunnally is a brother to 
Mr. James H. Nunnally, the Whitehall street 
candy merchant in Atlanta. 

The Barrett Homestead. 

The Barrett homestead is a nice, comfort- 
able looking country home. Around it 
stand any number of sturdy oaks of 
a half century’s growth. The house is 
a typical farm home, and has five rooms. In 
one of these rooms, used as a sitting room, Dr, 
Barrett and his wife sat oun Sunday night. Mr. 
Will Nunnally, their grandson, was away 
from home. While seated by the warm fire 
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MRS. BARRETT. 
some one entered and murdered Mrs. Barrett, 
and fatally wounded Dr. Barrett, by beating 
him over the head with a heavy iron instru- 
ment. Just who that some one is isa mystery, 
and just now noclueis offered forits solu- 
tion. Whodealtthe murderous blows may 
forever remain a mystery. 
The Coroner's Investigation. 

The inquiry before the coroner’s jury yester- 
day threw no light whatever upon it. Mr, 
Will Nunnally confesses that he has no reason 
to suspect any one of the crime. 

‘'T was away from home,” says he, ‘‘on Sun- 
day night, and returned about 10 o’clock and 
started to bed. I heard groaning in grand- 
father’s room, and wentin. A horrible sigh: 
met my gaze. Stretched upon the floor in 
pools of blood, were both my grandparents, 
with fearful gaping wounds about their faces 
and heads. A brass lamp was burning on the 
table, and by its light I could see the terrible 
scene plainly. I ran into the room and picked 
grandmother up and laid her on the bed. 
I then ran out and called for Felix Weston, a 
negro, who lives just across the railroad, and 
he came back with me. We laid grandfather 
on the bed and I sent Felix for the neighbors, 
who came quickly.” 

As soon as possible after the murderous as- 
sault had been discovered, Dr. Gabriel, the 
nearest physician, was sent for. He responded, 
and upon examination declared that Mrs. Bar- 
rett could live but a few hours, and that Dr. — 
Barrett was fatally wounded. 

Through the night they watched by the bed- 
side of Mrs. Barrett, and at 7:30 o’clock yes- 
terday morning she died. Dr. Gabriel says it 
is but a question of avery few hours before 
Dr. Barrett wil! die. 

The floor of the room in which the murder 
took place is literally covered with blood. 


The Weapon of Death. 


After the murder had been discovered, a |

| heavy iron{car coupling pin,a heavy iron shovel 


anda big hickory stick were found in the 


room near the forms of Dr. Barrett and wife. ’ 


The iron handle of the shovel was broken and 
covered with blood, and long gray hairs were 
attached toit. The murderer had evidently 
been well equipped for his deadly work. 

By 12 o’clock Sunday night, possibly 
a hundred neighbors had gathered at the Bar- 
rett homestead. ‘‘Whocould have done it?” 
was on everybody’s lips. 

A Slight Clue. 


The question was repeated a hundred times, 
but noanswer could be given until finally 
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THE BARRETT HOUSE. 


Wili Nunnally suggested a clue. When he 
had first entered the room after discovering 
that his grandparents had been assaulted, his 
grandmother was uttering something which at 
tirst sounded indistinct. He listened for a 
moment. She kept repeating the 
name ‘Jerry’ and “Curran.” This 
suggested to him a good clue. Jerry 
Holt and Curran Barrett were two 
egroes living near by. He armed himself 
and with Harry Pounds and Len Parker, he 
went first to Jerry Holt’s house. He called 
him out, and afteratalk with him went to 
CurranBarrett’s home, where they called him 
out, and with the two they went back to the 
scene of the murder, where Jerry Holt was 
placed underarrest and Barrett was let go. 


Looking for Evidence. 


With the morning light yesterday the neigh- 
bors set to work to find some concolusive evi- 
dence as to the guilty party. But as time pro- 
gressed the mystery which at first enshrouded 
the affair grew deeper. Even the small clue 
with Jerry Holt at one end ofit became weaker 
and weaker, and he was tured loose. All 
day clusters of men around and inside of the 
house were discussing the tragedy and trying 
to invent a plausible theory, but all were at 
sea. If the guilty party had been found he 
would have fared badly at the hands of those 
determined men. 

Sheriff Patrick and Deputy Cunningham 
were on hand trying to obtain some thread of 


evidence that might lead to the capture of the | 


fiend. 

At5o’clock in the afternoon, Coroner W 
T. Latta empaneled a jury and began an 
inquest over the body of Mrs. Barrett. The 
following gentlemen were sworn as jurors: 
Joshua Hammond, foreman; W.H. Ham- 
mond, J. F. Freeman, 8.G. Cunningham, B. 
F. Morton and J. W. Peeples. The hearing 
of the evidence occupied three hours. 

Will Nunnally’s) Testimony, 

Will Nunnally was the first witness. He 
told in substance the same story related above. 
He said in addition that Dr. Barrett had been 
robbed and that some silver spoons and forks 
were missing. He thought the tragedy oc-

curred about two hours before he dis- 

covered it. He was very partic- 

ular about the points in his testimony, 
Jerry Holt Sworn. 


Jerry Holt testified next. He is about as 
miserable a looking creature as human beings 
get to be. His hair is long and plaited, and 
his clothing was a4.mass of rags. He declared 
that the first he knew of the crime was when 
he was waked up by Mr. Nunnally. He believed 
that a former employe of Mr. Nunnally, a 
negro named Sam Kendall, had committed the 
murder. He had seen him loafing about the 
place Sunday. He had told parties 
that he did not have but a _ nickel 
in the morning, but he was 
afraid of being accused of the crime. He ad- 
mitted having more money than that. 


What Felix Weston Said. 


Felix Weston, who lives near by, told his 
story in a stuttering and trembling voice. Mr. 
Nunnally had come by his house about 9 
o’clock and asked him to wake the former up 
soon the next morning. Mr. Nunnally 
was then going home from Mrs. Westmore- 
Jand’s, where he had been all the evening. In 
about fifteen minutes he heard Mr. Nunnally 
calling loudly for him and he ran out 
and was told that Dr.,and Mrs. Barrett 
had been killed. Mr. Nunnally only had on his 
pants and shirt. He helped Mr, Nunnally 
place Dr. Barrett in bed and then went for 
help. He had noticed but little blood.on the 
floor, but when he came back it was in several 
places. 

Mr. F. J. Freeman, a near neighbor of Dr. 
Barrett’s, testified that the heavy hickory 
stick found lying in the pool of blood be- 
longed to Dr. Barrett. 

Dr. Gabriel's Testimony. 

Dr. J. T. Gabriel was an important witness. 
He caused the jury and spectators to open wide 
their eyes when he swore that neither the heavy 
coupling pin nor the big hickory stick had any- 
thing to do with the murder whatever. Mrs. 
Barrett had seven distinct wounds on her head. 
Her = skull was fractured in two 
places, and every one of these wounds 
were made by the little iron fire-shovel 
that was ured in punching the fire. The spec- 
tators began asking why hadthe big coupling 
pin been placed in the pool of blood. How 
came the big hickory stick so near by? 

Dr. Gabriel’s testimony caused a flutter of 
surprise, tosay the least. He was the last 
witness, and the jury returned a verdict at 
half-past 7 o’clock. It was as follows: 

The Coroner’s Verdict. 

‘We, the jury, a ang te to inquire into the 
death of Mrs. J. H. M. Barrett, now lying dead 
before us, find that she came to her death from 
wounds inflicted by an iron shovel in the hands of 
a person unknown to us. 

Will Nannally Suspected. 

After the reading of the verdict the crowd 
began to grow less, but some new and startling 
theories began to be advanced by little groups 
of men, who gat together and discussed 
the tragedy. Th liked in low tones, and 
when they broke up shook their heads sagely 
and said: ‘Something startling will develop 
tomorrow.” 

All night tonight a lamp is burning in the 
Barrett home, and through the hallways 
friends are moving with footsteps and voices 
subdued, The awful hush of death pervades 
the premises. The little home looks very 
desolate in the moonlight which straggies 
through the treetops to kiss it. Perched ina

MRS, BARNABY'S MURDERER 


Is in Murderer’s Row, While His Wife Is 
a Raving Maniac. 


DENVER, Col., January 4.—Dr. Graves, who 
was convicted of murder in the first degree in 
poisoning the late Mrs. Barnaby, of Provi- 
dence, R. I., was visited by an Associated 
Press reporter in his cell in murderer’s row at 
the county jail. The doctor talked freely and 
denied absolutely that he had made a confes- 
sion of any sort to two deputies who took him 
from the courtroom after his conviction to 
prison, and consequently denied that he had 
made any charges whatever against Colonel 
Ballou, his former counsel at Providence 
Everything which these deputies said regard- 
ing this alleged confession, Graves denies. 
One of the deputies atlirms the  cor- 
rectness of his story, and the other will 
neither affirm nor deny. Ballou 
left Denver for Providence an hour before the 
verdict was rendered, and his friends say he 
went openly and not secretly. No warrants 
for Ballou’s arrest have been issued, but the 
grand jury is now in session. 

Mrs. Ballou is here and is quite ill, but has 
not gone insane as was first reported. 

Mrs. Dr. Graves has at times since the ver- 
dict been out of her head, and today has grown 
worse, and .is continually raving about the 
doctor’s being hung. Relatives in Providence 
have been sent for to take charge of her. 

The doctor’s gray-haired mother is prostrated 
with grief at the hotel, but bears the trouble 
with greater fortitude than the doctor’s wife. 
It has been charged by the defense that the 
jury was unduly influenced during the trial by 

iaving access to the daily papers. This is 
strenuously denied by the twelve jurors. 


DEMOLISHED THE DEPOT, 


Doings of a Negro Mob at Linwood, Ar- 
kansas. 


Pink Buurr, Ark., January 4.—Linwood, a 
village thirteen miles from here, isina fer- 
ment of excitement, caused by the work of a 
mob of a dozen negroes, led by a white man 
named \ Puryear. it appears that this band 
has been terrorizing the town forsome time. 
Its members have been circulating petitions 
for the removal of the railroad station some 
distance south of its present location, 
but they were strongly opposed by Dr. 
Bryan, a wello-do citizen, In re 
venge 
tor’s cotton gin. They then proceeded 
through the streets firing their Winchesters in 
houses as they went along, with the view of 
keeping the villagers indoots. The depot was 
totally destroyed. The sheriff immediately 
organized a posse and at last\.accounts had 
lodged Puryear and three of his gang in jail. 
The loss will not be very great, but the citizens 
are determined to rid the community of the 
-band and have thoroughly organized. them- 
selves into a vigilance committee. 


SALOON KEEPERS LIABLE 


For Damages Resulting from the Sale of 
Liquor to Intoxicated Persons. 
PHILADELPHIA, January 4.—The supreme 


liable for damages in case of injuries . received 
resulting from the sale of liquor to intoxicated 
persons. The decision of the court was ren- 
dered in the suit of Caroline Davis against 
Felix Mciinight, a saloon keeper, appealing 
from the common pleas court of Allegheny 
county to recover damages for her husband’s 
death. The allegation of the plaintiff was 
that the defendant sold her husband liquor 
until he became intoxicated, and that in con- 
sequence he fell into a gutter full of waterand 
laid there, contracting pneumonia, from which 
he died. 

The jury gave Mrs. Davis substantial dam- 
ages, and the case was appealed to the supreme 
court. 

Argument of the Defense. 

The defense made by the saloon keeper was 
that the liquor was not the proximate cause of 
death, and that what Davis drank he drank 
voluntarily. 

In sustaining the verdict the supreme court 
Kolds that the verdict of the jury is conclusive 
upon the first point, aud says upon the sec- 
ond: 

The contention that the voluntary taking of 
liquor by the deceased while intoxicated, and 
being at the time of known intemperate habits, 
was such contributory negligence upon his part as 
would prevent recovery by the plaintiff, will not 
bear examination. Such aruling would prae- 
ticaliy destroy the act of the assem!ly. very 
drunkard noi only takes liquor voluntarily, but 
whenever he can get it, and because of his weak- 
ness the law makes the saloon keeper responsible 
for selling to such persons. He bas not the will 
power to resist the temptation, and for this reason 
the sale to him fs forbidden. 


MUST MAINTAIN THE COMMISSION. 


South Carolina Railroad Tax Upheld by the 
United States Supreme Court. 


WASHINGTON, January 4.—The law of the 
state of South Carolina provides that the ex- 

enses of the state railway commission shall 
be borne by railroads doing business within 
the state border, each road being taxed its pro- 
portionate share of expenses of maintaining 
the commission on a basis of mileage within 
the state. The Charlotte and Columbia Rail- 
road Company, when assessed, attacked the 
validity of the tax, 
it was invalid and wuneonstitutional, in 
that. it was contrary to the interstate 
commerce clause of the constitution, and also 
to the clause granting to ali equal protection 
of laws, inthat it imposed bardens on rail- 
rouds not borne by other corporations. The 
South Carolina courts sustain the validity of 
the taxing act and the United States supreme 
court, in an opinion rendered today by Justice 
Field, affirmed the decision of those courts. 
The court in its opinion, by Justice Field, said: 

If the tax were levied to pay for services in no 
way connected with railroads, as,for instanee, to 
pay the salary of executive or judicial officers of 
the state, whilst railroad corporations were at the 
sane time subjected to taxation upon their prop- 
erty equally with other corporations for such ex- 

nses, and other corporations were not taxed for 
the salaries mentioned, there would be just ground 
of complaint of unlawful discrimination against 
the railroad corporations, and of their not re- 
ceiving the equa! protection of the laws. But 
there is nothing of thismature in the tax in ques- 
tion. The railroad commissioners are cha 
with a variety of duties in connection with the 
railroads, the performance of which 18 of great 
importance in the regulation of those instruments 
of transportation. =

A Review of the Canvass. 

Areview of the legislative campaign and of 
the famous senate contested case trials will be 
of particular interest at this time, as giving a 
eearivsight into the questions which the 
whole country has been discussing since the 
decision of the court of appeals, giving the 
genate to the democrats. 

It was one of the greatest victories for the 
democracy that had been obtained in many 
years. The republicans had fonght the issue 

Tammany misrule, but the people 
demonstrated their contidence in the admin- 
istrative ability of those whom they had 
¢hosen to represent them, and, as the smoke of 
battle cleared away, the magnificent results 
obtained were a surprise to the democratic 
partyand a mystery to the defeated repub- 
licans. As the returns became more complete 
andthe increase@® democratic majorities be- 
fame mose apparent, excitement began to run 
high as to which party should control the in- 
f@ming legisiature. Both claimed it, but 
Deither seemed to be in a position to verify the 
gount. Some of the districts were very close 
ia the result, so much so, in fact, that charges 
and countercharges were made as to irregu- 
larities in the count, or a failure to proceed in 
accordance with the provisions of the new 
ballot law in signing the returns. The state is 
divided into 128 assembly and thirty-two sena- 
torial districts. In the assembly sixty-five votes 
aMrequired to constitute a quorum and to 
pass bilis. Seventeen votes are required in 
the senate in order to accomplish the same, 

Hill Took the Field. 

The inauguration of the Hon. Roswell P. 
Flower as governor of the state of New York 
matked one of the closing scenes of one of the 
mostrenfarkable political contests ever waged 
within its history. It was exciting because of 
the closeness of the contest, and the vigor with 
Which the issues were fought by the opposing 
patties. The republican party picked out as 


their leader a young man, in the person of 


Hon. J. Sloat Fassett, famed for his eloquence 
and statesmanship, and admired for his ag- 
gressive disposition.

military officer under the United States, or an 
officer under any city government.” In this 
case Sherwood was a city park commissioner, 
and in view of the constitution was ineligible. 
Previous to the election, notices were posted 
warning voters that all ballots cast for Sher- 
wood were void under the constitution. 

Tho result of the election showed that Sher- 
wood had a majority of 1,670. The county 
ooard of canvassers refused to sign the returns, 
and a writ of mandamus was issued directing 
them todo so, sign and grant certificate in 
accordance with the result of the elections. 


To the Court of Appeals. 


On December 7th all the cases by mutual 
consent and by au agreement entered into by 
the representatives of the several contestants, 
& stipulation was agreed upon and signed by 
the attorneys on both sides, that an appeal 
Shall be taken to the general term, December 
Sth, with a request for au immediate hear- 
ing and decision, and that the party then de- 
feated shall immediately appeal to the court 
of appeals, both parties to join in requesting 
that court to fix the earliest practicable day 
for hearing the proceedings of the state board 
of canvassers relative to the vote for senator 
In the fifteenth, sixteenth, twenty-fifth and 
twenty-seventh districts, and when the de- 
cisions of the court of appeals are reached the 
certificates of the result to be in accordance 
with the decision of the court of appéals. 

The importance as well at the unusual 
nature of the appeals argued before our 
courts, justified the lengthy and ex- 
tended arguments made on each 
side. The importance was manifest since 
the result would materially affect § the 
political complexion of the senate, and conse- 
quentiy determine whether or not the consti- 
tutional mandate directing the performance of 
certain legislative duties would again be post- 
poued or ignored, in granting legislation for 
an enumeration of the inhabitants of the state 
aud apportionment of legislative representa- 
tion based thereon and a congressional appor- 
tionment. So influential has that demand be- 
come, so universal is it supported that its im- 
mediate passage will be secured upon the con- 
vening of the legislature. 

In Favor of the Democrats. 


On the 30th day of December the court of 
appeals handed down its decision in the con- 
tested senate cases and found that in the fif- 
teenth district, Dean vs. Osborne, that irregu- 
larities in the count had beenin favor of Dean, 
republican, and that a certificate should be 
granted to Osborne, democrat. 

In the sixteenth district, Collins vs. Derby, 
the court directed that a certificate be issued 
to Derby, republican, as there was no evidence 
of fraud or irregularities. 

In the twenty-fifth district, Peck vs. Nich- 
ois, the court held that the law expressly pro- 
vides that all ballots be prepared by a pub- 
lic officer and to be exactly § alike 
in every possible respect, externally 
in the official endorsement and different inter- 
nally only in the names of the candidates for 
oftice, upon the ballots prepared for the differ- 
ent political parties. It is perfectly evident 
that by a strict compliance with these provis- 
ions of law the contents of a ballot cast by a 
voter are absoiutely secret to all but himself, 
and thus the object of the statute is readily ef- 
fected, In this case 1,252 ballots were thrown 
out on account of improper endorsement. The 
court assumes that it is a hardship that the re- 
sult should operate to render null so many 
votes and toaiter what may have been an 
honest expression of the popular will. But, 
unless the law is upheld and given the effect 
intended for it, then technical construction or 
the ingenuity of mindscan impair its efficacy. 
If we destroy any of the safeguards erected 
and intended to be maintained about the voter, 
for his protection against improper influence 


*and intimidation, we at once do act in encour- 


agement of the very evil sought to be pre- 
vented. The court holds that ballots, bearing 


timproper endorsement, should be thrown out 


and certificate be issued to Charles A, Nichols, 
democrat. 

In the twenty-seventh district, Sherwood vs 
Walker, the court holds that Sherwood is_ in- 
eligible and that no certiticate be issued to 
either. He and his competitor may both pre- 
sent their cases to the senate without either of 
them having a certificate of election and that 
body will have jurisdiction: to determine all 
the questions of fact and law involvedin the 
matter. 

Under section 10 of the state constitution, a 
majority of each house shall constitute a 
quorum todo business. Each house shall de- 
termine the rules of its own proceedings, and 
be the judgeof the elections, returns and 
qualifications of its own members. 
Thus the matter is thrown into the senate 
which now stands sixteen democratsto four- 
teen republicans and one independent repub- 
lican, with one seat vacant. 

The state board of canvassers confirmed the 
opinions of the court of appeals and awurded 
certificates in accordance therewith. 


All Dueto Hill. 


This is one of the most important elections 
held in many yearsas it gives to the democratic 
party a power to pass such ‘legislation as the peo- 
pie have vainly been endeavoring to obtain for 


many sessions. The people owe a debt of 
gratitude to ex-Governor Hill for his stead- 
fastness of purpose, for his wise administration 
of aifairs and for the great victory he has ob- 
tained for the people. 

The contest for president pro tem. of the 
senate has not assumed any proportion as yet, 
and probably there will be no strife, as the 
honor will be conferred upon Jacob A. Can- 
tor, who fora numberof years has ably led 
the minority upon the floor of the senate. 
In the assembly, Dr. Robert P. Bush will be 
elected speaker without opposition. Itis ru- 
mored that several seats will be contested, 
namely: Hoyt, democrat, will contest the seat 
of Donaldson, republican, in the eighteenth 
senatorial district, and Collins, democrat, will 
try to obtain Derby’s, republican, in the six- 
teenth. Barnard, democrat, wiil contest the 
rights of Dr. Curran, republican, to his 
seatin the assembly, and Lamont, democrat, 
will seek to unseat Richarson, republican, in 
the thirteenth district, 

The democrats are enthusiastic over the re- 
sults obtained, and expect to obtain long-de- 
ferred legisjation.

A PLUMBER IN A VERY SAD PLIGHT. 


He Seems to Be ina Demented Condition. 
His Strange Story of Being 
Hounded Down. 


E. Dan Stockton, a well-known piumber, 
formerly of the firm of Guimeran, Engies 
& Stockton, spent last night at the station 
house in a demented condition. 

He was not violent, but talked incessantly, 
and the pictures of his imagination expressed 
in his graphic style were interesting. 

About 12:30 o’clock this morning the police 
were notified that a man on Broad street had 
a couple of guns and was standing on the side- 
walk shooting indiscriminately at everybody 
and everything that came within the scope of 
his far-reaching optics. When the police 
reached the scene they found that the bearer 
of the message had not exaggerated the case. 
When the officers arrived he subsided and 
offered no resistence, but protested against his 
arrest on the grounds that he was protecting 
his family and his character. 

At the police station he told an interesting 
story, and in the course of its relation he 
would frequently become so excited that he 
could not contro! himself, and had to stop and 
wait for his passion to cool. 

He said he had been spotted for two years 
and hounded down like a dime novel villain. 
He said he was a man of great perceptive 
faculties, and a close reader of Frank Stock- 
ton’s stories, And had. a few times curled his 
rear locks and repeated Scott Thornton’s 
verses, and for this he had been thought to be 
crazy. 

He detailed along story of a trip through 
the north and east, through which he was 
spotted by fifteen of the finest detectives in 
the United States. They followed him to and 
from his meals and rooms in every town he 
reached. When he reached Atlanta the city 
detectives, according to his story, shadowed 
him for some time and searched his baggage 
before he was allowed to go home. 

‘‘This,” said Mr. Stockton, ‘‘has gone on for 
two years, and I have stood it. Idid not say 
anything as long as I was hounded by white 
people, but negroes took it up. I could hold 
out no longer. Two weeks ago a big negro 
began to hang around my house and haunt me 
day and night. Last night I got my pistols 
and made up my mind to killhim. He passed 
severel times, and I was shooting at him when 
I was arrested.” 

Stockton has been heavily drinking for sev- 
eral days, it is said, and some think that the 
affection of his mind is the resuit of excessive 
drinking, but he was not intoxicated last 
night, and showed no symptoms of dissipa- 
tion. 

He has a wife and four children and a large 
circle of relatives who will probably take 
charge of him today. He had two ugly revol- 
vers in his possession when arrested, and was 
very opposed to surrendering them. He was 
not locked up, but kept under guard.

And the Council of 1892Is Sworn in and 
Organized-—-Mayor Hemphill’s 
Address. 


The horseshoe bend in the city* hall was 

raced by eight new faces last night. 

And each face were a happy, radiant smile— 
mach happier apparently than the smiles 
upon the eight faces which lett the semi-circle 
that has been their official headquarters for 
the past two vears. 

It was simply acbangeof the city govern- 
ment from the old to the new council. 

That the change was gracefully made, the 
large audience present will testify. 

The Last Meeting of the Old. 

The general council of 1891 convened for the 
Jast time to transact business yesterday after- 
noon at 3 o’clock. 

Every member of the body was present, and 
as Mayor Pro Tem. Middlebrooks called for 
order, he remarked: 

“This is our last meeting, and we will not 
Let them go over to 
the new council, We'll simply wind up the 
business of the year.” 

“T notice some of the members-elect are 


here.” said Mr. Hendrix, ‘‘and I move that 


they be invited to seats on the fioor.”’ 

The motion prevailed and Marshal Loyd es- 
corted Mr. Reneau, oP the tirst; Mr. Mc- 
Waters, of the third, and Mr. Northen, of the

Mr. Beath, of the Georgia ice factory, ob- 
jected to the value placed en his machinery by 
the board of assessors, and wanted to leave the 
matter to an expert.

This produced a discussion and resulted in 
remitting the matter tothe tax committee 
of ’92. 

The standing committee handed in the an- 
nual reports as the call was made by Mr. Mid- 
diebrooks. 

The African Emigrant Society, through a

Mr. Hamilton Douglas, as attorney for Becr- 
mann & Silverman, objected to the license, be- 
cause it gave one saloon an opening on both 
streets, and on Peachtree injured the Beer- 
mann & Silverman trade in confections, ice 
cream and flowers. 

Mr. Potts insisted that the committee had 
made a wise report and asserted that Mr. Beer- 
mann, Mr. Silverman and Mr. Joe Thompson, 
who opposed the license, were simply ‘*Three 
Little Maids in a Row.’’ He then declared 
that the opposition came from Mr. Thompson 
simply because Mr. Thompson had failed to 
secure a jease on the place which wouid soon 
be reopened by the Bonanza.

The public schoois have been well:prcvided for, 
and‘ they have attained greater proficiency than 
before. recommend that a white school be 
built on Edgewood avenue, and that means be 
yrovided tor a new .colored school. A lot forthe 

oys’ High school should be furnished this year. 

During this year all collecting officers of the city 
have been placed under ‘the coupon system: that 
18, no officer collects money for the city unless it 
be from bills made out by some other officer, whose 
duty itis toreport such bills to the city comp- 
troller the day he issues them. These bills are 
charged by the comptroller to the collecting 
vtticer, who must collect and report them the 
Saine day to the comptroller. who checks up the 
account and requires a receipt from the city 
treasurer to accompany the collecting officer's re- 
port, Showing that the money has been deposited 
the same day with him and -stands to the 
credit of the city. In this connection it 
gives me pleasure to say that the city comp- 
troller’s office fills a long-felt need in the city gov- 
ernment. ‘The city comptroiler’s oflice is the 
place where allinformation can be readily ob- 
tained, where the accounts of all city officers can 
be seen and their transactions with the city de- 


termined at a glance. The ease and accuracy with 


which the revenue of the city has been collected 


| and disbursed is due to the system practiced in 


the comptrolier’s office. 
You have arranged and provided the means for 
a great water supply from Chattahoochee - river. 


’ We trust before the close of 1892 the water will be 


coming into Atlantain an inexhaustible supply. 
The contract for all of the machinery bas been let 
or will soon be, and the money arranged to pay for 
it. The water board and committee from council, 
headed by its able chairman, have done a great 
work for this city, one that will add thousands of 
people to our population, bringing in new manu- 
factures and affording a supply of water which 
will be the means of keeping Atlanta in a most 
healthy condition, These works should be pushed 
vigorously rightinthe beginning of the new year 
and ought to be completed by fall. 

I think the committee on public buildings and 
grounds ought to provide this year a suitable lot 
for anew city hall. The present arrangement is 
totally inadequate to the growing departments of 
the city. The offices are crowded and it is impos- 
sible todo the work as it ought to be done. No 
private business would stand the inconveniences 
which the city has endnred. 

The reports ot the different departments are 
most satiStuc'ory. Lcommend them all, the ci.y 
cierk, the engineer, the tax receivera and assess- 
ors, the tax collectcr, the marshal, the commis- 
sioner of public works, the recorder, and their 


, respective cierical forces, the law department, the 


city werden, the messenger, the janitor—all have 
done wheir duty, in fact there has _ been 
an emulation to succeed with everything and ey- 
erybody connected with the city government. 
One has done as well as the other; all deserve the 
meed of praise. Icannot give in detail the work 
of each, their reports are full and satisfactory and 
are well worth reading. ‘ 

The record of the fire department for the year 
is aremarkable one; $46,000 will cover the losses, 
tholeast that has ever occurred. The gallant 
chigfand his men have done well. ‘The lot has 
been purchased and anew engine house will be 
erected this year that will be an ornament anda 
great convenience to:our splendid fire depart- 
ment. 

I don’t think there wasa mistakein the appoint- 
ment of asingle committee. All have done welland 
the city has received the full benetit of all the 
ability comprised inthe general council. If space 
and time permitted I would be gladto mention 
every committee and the grand work each has dc- 
complished. 

The course of Atlanta is onward. 
we expect to see her population reach 200,000. We 
should prepare now ior this great increase. A} 
of our works and expenditures should be based 
upon a vast increase of population in the next 
few years. Itis certainly not economy to erect 
buildings and works without taking into consid- 
eration the probable growth of our city. 

In obtaining the législation for the opening and 
extension of Alabama street tothe western por- 
tion of the city, it was required that the city 
should pay $2,500to the state and this would give 

,the city the right of way. I would recommend 
that this amount be paid at once to the state, that 
this valuable franchise may not lapse. 

The Grady hospital ought to be completed at 
once and an appropriation made torun it. This 
hospital, every one concedes,is necessary to the 
city, in fact no city is complete unless it has such 
an institution to take care of those who are sick 
or disabled. The gentlemen in its charge who 
have labored so long and well deserve public 
thanks. 

The park commission with prudence and fore- 
thought has added a public comfort building for 
the convenience of visitors to Grant _— The 
park has been beautified and improved as much as 
possible with the appropriation given tott. This 
park continues its hold apon the favor of all our 
people. 

The street railroads have been vonsolidated the 
present year, the mules have given way to elec- 
tricity. This has been a herculean task and it 
has required patience and great expense to ac 
complish it. I trust that in a short time the con- 
solidated company will be able to overcome ail 
difficulties and give the rapid transit that was 
promised. 

The houses of the city have all been renum- 
bered and we now have one of the best numbered 
cities in the country. [Tam glad that confusion 
in this respect will no longer exist. 

As an evidence of the growth of our city there 
have been erected in 1891, 844 dwellings and 
stores. The’ prices range from $500 to over 
$100,000, the average being about 33,700 for each 
structure. Some of the most important buildings 
ever erected in our city have been completed, or 
will soon be, notably the Kiser building and the 
Equitable. The Jatter is probably the finest office 
building ever erected in the south. The con- 
struction of the magnificent electric plant for 
light and power, in the western portion of the 
city, is an important event, as well as the building 
of many other places for stores and divers man- 
ufactures. 

My association with you has been most pleasant 
and [ want to thank each one of you forthe court- 
esy you have shown me during the year. To those 
who retire, and they are of our best workers, each 
one deserves the consideration due to legislators 
who have devoted their time and best efforts to 
forward theinterests of this great city, the 
plaudits of the people attend you. To those now 
entering upon new duties I give cordial welcome, 
feeling assured that our peopie have selected well 
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resentatives who are to continue and 
complete the work at hand, and inaugurate new 
public enterprises and measures which will put. 
Atlanta far ahead towards her great destiny. 

“Now, I move,” said Mr. Reinhardt, as 
Mayor Hemphill contluded, ‘‘that the general 
council of 1891 adjourn sine die.”

ABOUT 8,000 FEET FRONT SIGNED, 


What Peachtree People Want—Mr. Hum- 
phreys Casticman Talks About 
Asphalt Paving. 


Atlanta may soon have a fine driveway. 

The present indications point to such a long- 
desired and much-hoped-for state of affairs and 
the citizens of Peachtree street are the people 
making everyffort to get it. 

All of them want a new pavement; the ma- 
jority want it to be of asphalt. 

Several weeks ago the residents met and de- 
cided to circulate a petition asking for asphalt 
paving from Ellis tothe city limits.

That will mean a good driveway from Ellis 
street to the city limits, ina city where there 
is not a single first-class drive. 

‘Everybody will derive benefit from such a 
pavement on Peachtree. The people want it, 
too, and I can see no reason why they should 
not have it as quickly as possibie. By putting 
down the best asphalt pavement possible and 
giving us credit for the stone now on the 
streets which would be used in constructing a 
base for the pavement, the results will un- 
doubtedly prove satisfactory to every one.

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THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, January 4.—Today was practically the 
first business day of the new year in Wall street, and 
the opening, considered either from a business point of 
view or from the standpoint of its increase in values, 
was. most auspicious. The market was broader and 
more active,if notstronger than on anyother day 

ince the present rise began, the busijess done being 
the largest since the Baring fallure /precipitated the 
great selling movement. Among the most prominent 
slocks today were Missouri Pacific, Atchison, Reading, 
New England, Wheeline and Lake Erie and Louisville, 
New Aibany and Chicago. New England was the most 
prominent stock of the day, not only scoring the 
larzest business, Out fatriy taking the iead in advance, 
though its marked gainis not to be accounted for by 
any new developments in regard to property, its move- 
ments being as inexplicable as usual. Tradingin the 
general list was very wideiy and evenly distributed 
and prices were in almost all cases advanced fraction- 
ally, notwithstanding that thero were heavy realiza- 
tions throughout the day, and the presaure by short 

sellers, especially in late dealings, compelled some 
concessions in values. The opening was active and 
from ‘; to 54 percenj higher than the closing figures’ 
of Saturday, as a rule, and while -the saies in Chicago 
Gas, O:naha and Oregon Short Line were sufficient to 
cause material concessions in these shares and give a 
feverish temper to the market for some time, the ex- 
tracrdinary strength shown in New England, Whee'- 
ing and Lake Erie preferred, and some others, finally 
brought the whole list along, and losses in the stocks 
mentioned were finally made up. New Lead stocks 
were also a weak point on the market, but seemed to 
have no apparent effect upon other Industrials. Among 
the speciaities Citizens’ Gas waa the only one to make 
any special iinprovement, but sil were strong and 
shared inthe general upward movement in te list. 
The market finally closed fairly firm and stili very 
active, after considerable concession in values during 
the last hour. Prices, however, were nearly at the 
best of the day, and among the more important ad- 
vances may be mentioned New Enzgiand, 3's; Wheel- 
ing and Lake Erie preferred, 2; Cleveland, Cincinrati 
and Chicago and St. Louls, 1'4, and Reading and Dis- 
tillers, each 1 percent.

The result is fully avparent in the 
quotations current shortly after the opening of the 
market. In New York an extreme decline of some 12 
points, as compared with Thursday’s closing figures, 
hed been established before noon, and in Liverpool the 
depression was fully 5-04d. In both markets the prices 
touched are the ljlowest thus far reached. Here 
the selling orders have come largely from disgusted 
bulls, who now concede that the information upon 
which they have hitherto based thelr operations, was a 
misrepresentation of the facts, and that present indl- 
cations point undenflably to a crop nearly as large as 
last year’s production, Thoge who continue to take a 
hopeful view of the future are considerably reduced in 
number, and are gradually thrown back upon the hope 
of a reduced acroage next year as their only argument 
in favor of higher prices for cotton. There is much 
newspaper taik of a concerted effort on the part of 
planters to this end, but commercial interests will be 
siow to believeit. Theannual reports of the dry goods 
and jobbing trades, published at this season, report 
small stocks and business generally in a satisfactory 
and improving condition. About noon information 
was received from New Orleans that the receipts there 
tomorrow -would probably be 30,600 to 49,009 bales. 
This started a selling movement which continued to 
the closing of the market, which was heavy at the low- 
est prices yet touched.

The Fate

I] be Decided Today. 


HIS LAWYER AGAIN PLEADS FOR HIM. 


A Penitentiary Convict Who Has Been 
Given a New Trial—The Railroad 
Commission to Meet. 


Governor Northen will today decide the fate 
of Jolin Berry, whois sentenced to hang on 
Friday next. . 

Yesterday he spent a great deal of his time 
upon the case. Colonel Bryan, the negro’s 
attorney, presented several features calling for 
executive clemency. One of these was the 
wretched physical condition of his client. 

The governor heard. the various arguments 
that were put forth and may look further into 
the negro’s condition. 

“It will mot, I think,” said the governor 
yesterday, “have any weight with my decision 
in the matter. I will be ready to give a defin- 
ite answer today in ajl probability.’ 

Berry is the negro rapist of Henry county, 
who has already been respited once. His case 
has attracted considerable attention, and 
Governor Northen’s decision will be awaited 
with interest. 

Went Too Soon. 

Jim Simpson, alias Ed Jones, is a prisoner in 
the state penitentiary who will be brought to 
Atlanta today. 

Simpson was convicted at the December 
term oftho Glynncounty superior court of 
robbery. He was sent to the mines a few days 
ago toserve his term of years, and yesterday 
word was received that he had been granted a 
new trial. 

Governor Northen immediately issued an 
order that he be delivered to the sheriff of Ful- 
ton county. If he cannot give bail he will be 
sent back to Glynn county to await further 
orders of the court there. 

Just what will be donein regard to his pre- 
mature imprisonment is not Known. 

Want a Depot. 

The citizens of Stilesboro, a little town ofa 
thousand inhabitants on the East and West 
road, want a depot. 

A numerously signed petition has been sent 
to the railroad commission, and the case will be 
heard on Saturday next. 

The commission meets again tomorrow 
morning. There is a great deal of business set 
for then, but none of special importance.

WILLFUL MURDER. 


The Skull of Old Man Ward Was Cracked
